Your City’s Business 
By Charles P. Burgess 

As Menlo Park nears its twenti- 
eth year of incorporation, the num- 
ber of city ordinances in the big 
book at the city hall has crossed 
the 140 mark. To ascertain the law 
on a given point, the searcher is 
required to find the first ordinance 
on the subject, and then to ex- 
amine ail subsequent ordinances to 
see if the first one has been re- 
pealed or amended in whole or in 
part. On many subjects there have 
been numerous repeals and amend- 
ments of preceding ordinances or 
sections thereof. Many of the re- 
peals have not been specific (as 
“Ordinance No. 23 is hereby re- 
pealed”), but have been done by the 
somewhat ambiguous phrase, “All 
ordinances or parts of ordinances 
in conflict herewith are hereby re- 
pealed.” What is neded is codifi- 
cation of our city ordinances, and 
this is the fourth point in the City 
Council’s 14-project program.

covered in a_ reasonably concise 
manner. 
A restudy of our zoning ordin- 


ances might be profitable. For in- 
stance, the present popular “ranch- 
house” type or residence occupies 
more frontage than the older rec- 
tangular shaped house. Some alter- 
ation in our sideline restrictions, 
retating them to house area, might 
be desirable in some _ sections. 
Building methods change, and for a 
time materials will be scarce. We 
might, accordingly, wish to broaden 
our building code, which is the 1943 
edition of the Uniform Building 
Code. We must proceed slowly in 
this matter, however, for unless we 
| preserve high standards and strict 
inspection, we fail to protect our 
citizens. Adoption of the 1946 Uni- 
form Building Code (the code is 
revised every three years) may be 
the answer. 


Some thought should be given to 
adjusting the inequities in our busi- 
ness license ordinance. The overall 
revenue returned to the city is 
about right, based upon per capita 
receipts of other cities. However, 
some businesses are 
much heavier burden than 
based upon the volume of business 
done. Many cities have attempted 
to solve the problem by graduating 
| the license fee according to gross 
employees.
